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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Auburn: 

My second annual report deals with organization and 
instruction, buildings and equipment, health supervision, 
graduates and the cost of higher education. 

At the close of the school year in June there was only 
one change in the staff of teachers. Mrs. Ella A. Allen, 
a teacher of long and successful experience, requested re- 
lease from her position in the Severance Grammar School. 
Miss Helen M. Quinn, a 1928 graduate of Keene Normal 
*School, was elected to teach the Severance School. Miss 
Quinn came to us with two years of successful experience 
in the East Grammar School of Andover, N. H. 

We are fortunate in the retention of an experienced stafi 
of teachers, more than half of whom hold permanent state 
certificates in New Hampshire. 

There has been added in all schools, having the seventh 
and eighth grades, a complete course in junior high school 
literature. This provides a wider variety of silent reading 
and testing, and encourages in these. upper grades con- 
tinued oral reading for expression. 

In the same grades there is being built up a junior science 
course related particularly to the home and farm environ- 
ment. This study of science is correlated largely with the 
work in geography. In the latter subject some very valu- 
able research work has been done by individual pupils. 

During the summer improvement of building or equip- 
ment was made in each of the four one-room schools. 

At the Village the windows were rearranged to provide 
standard lighting and more suitable location of blackboards. 
By reversing the seating, entrance was secured at the rear 
of the schoolroom. This interior was also made particularly 
attractive by the much needed repainting of walls and ceil- 
ing, revarnishing of furniture, and reoiling of floors. 

The box stoves in both the Village and No. 7 Schools 


Sti 


have been equipped with sheet iron jackets which provide 
a continuous supply of fresh air, warmed and distributed 
to all parts of the room. A foul-air exit is placed near 
the base of the chimney. By this means the circulation 
of warmed air is drawn to the floor. At the No. 7 build- 
ing they are now able to heat both the schoolroom and a 
large coatroom at the rear. At the Village building, during 
certain weather conditions, difficulty has attended the foul- 
air return through the chimney. It is possible that this 
difficulty may be removed by repairing the top of the chim- 
ney which has been recently found to be in need of attention. 
This will be retopped as soon as weather conditions will 
permit. 

At the Bunker Hill School the dilapidated double desks 
and double seats have been entirely replaced with unit 
movable desk sets. These are built almost entirely of metal, 
and combine lift-top desks and individual chairs. 

Individual chairs and desks have been installed at the 
No. 2 School. Among these are a few of the new unit 
movable desk sets. 

For economy, convenience, and health the box stoves in 
the Bunker Hill and No. 2 Schools should be equipped with 
jackets and ventilation flues similar to the equipment in 
use at the No. 7 School. 

I am pleased to include here the report of your School

Miss Cronin is this year conducting the health work in 
seven towns. Her activities in Auburn alone for the first 
three months of this school year include 35 school visits, 
28 visits to pupils’ homes, 5 children accompanied to ocu- 
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list, hospital, or clinic, one surgical and one ocular treat- 
ment secured. 

Of particular value to the health and school efficiency of 
the Auburn children was the dental clinic, conducted last 
May by Dr. G. Arthur Danforth and financed by several 
local organizations cooperating with the schools in their 
health night program. 

In June 1930 the following class of thirteen pupils was 
graduated from the eighth grade: Marion Brown, Claire 
Champagne, Joseph Charest, Bella Croteau, Donald Decotis, 
Doris Delaware, Virginia Delaware, Lloyd Emery, Adelard 
Gilibert, Fidelia Lamy, Mabel Moy, Luther Preston, Irene 
Valley. 

Seven members of the above class entered high school 
this year. Auburn has a total of sixteen pupils in the 
Manchester Central High School, and six pupils attending 
Pinkerton Academy in Derry. This makes 15 per cent of 
all Auburn school children receiving higher education at a 
cost to the district of only 17 per cent of the total outlay 
for schools. 

In conclusion acknowledgement should be made for the 
valuable cooperation rendered to teachers, school nurse, and 
superintendent by your Board, by the several organizations 
contributing to health and playground activities, by inter- 
ested parents and other public spirited citizens. We invite 
personal inspection of the schools, and are always glad to 
consider constructive criticism.
